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Anywhere But Here 

Santa Ana residents learn activism by uniting against a proposed homeless shelter

I n late June, Dora Lopez received 
a flier in the mail from the city of 
Santa Ana, letting her know the 
county government was considering 
putting a homeless shelter in an indus¬ 
trial area less than a mile from her home. 

Lopez figured officials were seeking 
“opinions” as “a first step” toward decid¬ 
ing where to place such a shelter. But at 
a July 2 community meeting, she learned 
Orange County was already in late-stage 
talks to buy a building near McFadden 
and Grand avenues. 

“There was a knot in my stomach,” she 
remembers. “I was so angry I couldnT 
even hold my emotions.” 

She was one of just a handful of neigh¬ 
borhood residents who attended that 
meeting, which drew mostly county and 
city staff and people from nonprofits that 
serve the homeless. 

“They were saying about how this was 
going to enhance our community, how we 
were so fortunate to be part of this won¬ 
derful project to help the less fortunate,” 
Lopez says. “Even the simplest ques¬ 
tions—give us the exact address—they 
couldn’t even tell us. It was totally insult¬ 
ing to myself and my husband and the 
few [members] of the community who 
were there.” 

At the meeting, Lopez spoke up: “I’m 
not a bad person,” she said, asking the 
county and city officials who were lead¬ 
ing it, “Do you live here? ... It’s not going 
to happen in our neighborhood. Put it in 
the Civic Center.” 

Finding a location for a homeless 
shelter is a vexing task for any local gov¬ 
ernment. Neighborhood opposition is 
automatic; just about everyone says they 
support helping the homeless, but they 
don’t want a shelter near their home. 

Recognizing this, the state Legislature 
in 2007 crafted a law aimed at neutraliz¬ 
ing opposition from NIMBYs, or residents 
taking a stance of “not in my back yard.” 
Authored by former state Senator (now 
Los Angeles councilman) Gil Cedillo, 
Senate Bill 2 requires cities across Cali¬ 
fornia to designate zones where shelters 
can be located “by right”—that is, without 
requiring further steps that give NIMBYs 
a chance to pressure elected officials. 
Cedillo, who earned a reputation as a 
champion of the working poor and immi¬ 
grants, wanted to remove obstacles to 
placing homeless shelters beyond down¬ 
town LA’s Skid Row. 

The SB 2 process is now playing out 
in Santa Ana, but NIMBYs haven’t disap¬ 
peared. More than 300 people attended 
an Aug. 19 meeting at which Lopez and 
other opponents got their message out. 


The warehouse where the county 
plans to open a 200-bed shelter is on East 
Normandy Place. Close by are densely 
populated, low-income apartment com¬ 
munities, including Cornerstone Village, 
Bishop Manor and Cedar Evergreen- 
home to many immigrant families. 

Those leading opposition to the shelter 
come mainly from neighborhoods of 
single-family homes slightly farther from 
the site, including Madison Park and 
Wilshire Square. 

Orange County remains one of the 
largest municipalities in the nation with 
no year-round public shelter. Since the 
1980s, the county has sponsored two 
cold-weather shelters, which operate 
from December to April at National 
Guard armories in Fullerton and Santa 
Ana. The county’s goal is to replace the 
two armories with at least two year-round 
shelters that would offer on-site health 
and social services. 

Last year, the Santa Ana City Coun¬ 
cil designated industrial areas within 
the city as “by right.” County officials 
then chose a location in one of the city- 
approved zones. The Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, in a 5-0 vote on July 15, approved 
purchasing the Normandy Place site and 
the 23,220-square-foot warehouse that 
sits on it for $3.6 million. The result? A 
pissed-off neighborhood that feels it was 
kept in the dark and targeted because its 
residents are largely Latino and poor. 

Lopez and her husband have owned a 
home in Santa Ana’s Madison Park neigh¬ 
borhood for nearly 30 years. For most of 
that time, she wasn’t particularly active 
in neighborhood affairs. She worked 
full-time and raised two children, now 
grown, one of whom suffers from a devel¬ 
opmental disability that consumed much 
of her attention. After she learned of the 
proposed shelter, Lopez felt compelled 
to act. “I think it was meant to be,” she 
says. “I thought it was my responsibility 
to inform people, since our government 
was not doing that. People had the right 
to know before it was too late.” 

On Aug. 19, men in fluorescent yellow 
vests directed overflow traffic as scores of 
vehicles descended on Kennedy Elemen¬ 
tary School—just a quarter-mile from 
the shelter site. Lopez was one of about 
a dozen people who spoke to a crowd 
packed into the school’s outdoor lunch 
area, sharing her story of the earlier, July 
2 meeting, which was held at the same 
school. “Little did we know the deci¬ 
sion had already been made,” she told 
the audience, which included four City 
Council members and reporters from 
online, print and broadcast outlets. “It 



took them 13 days between informing the 
community and making the decision to 
put this shelter in our community.” 

Lack of consultation with the neigh¬ 
borhood has become the rallying cry for 
Lopez and other opponents, who play 
down their opposition to being in close 
proximity to homeless people. “The issue 
here is a community that has been under¬ 
mined in their civil rights to know what’s 
going on in our neighborhood,” she 
insists. “My hope was to emphasize the 
injustices to the community.... [It has] 
nothing to do with the homeless.” 

Other speakers at the Aug. 19 meet¬ 
ing didn’t mince words. Selica Diaz, who 
manages apartments, complained of 
homeless people breaking into laundry 
rooms; using hoses to take showers; and 
leaving behind needles, condoms and 
feces. Asked if a shelter might not ease 
pressure on her laundry rooms, Diaz 
switched to another of the opponents’ 
arguments, which is that a busy industrial 
street is no place to warehouse the home¬ 
less. “I do understand that they have a 
need of a place where they can shower,” 
Diaz explains. “But I don’t think a ware¬ 
house is the place. I think they need a

place near a park, so it feels like a home.” 

The arguments may make no differ¬ 
ence. The only entity with the authority 
to stop the shelter is the same Board 
of Supervisors that voted unanimously 
to approve it just last month. None of 
the supervisors attended the Aug. 19 
meeting to listen to opponents. County 
officials are frustrated after NIBMYs 
convinced the Fullerton City Council to 
reject Supervisor Shawn Nelson’s initia¬ 
tive to locate a shelter on State College 
Boulevard last year. Although that city’s 
decision wasn’t binding on the county. 
Orange County officials opted to not pro¬ 
ceed with the site, which wasn’t zoned 
for a shelter. 

Jose Rea, president of Madison Park’s 
neighborhood association, has said, “If 
Fullerton stopped it, we can stop it.” But 
Rea, Lopez and their allies face a tougher 
situation; thanks to SB 2, Santa Ana’s city 
council can’t say no to the shelter. 
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lask a mexlcan!» 



American activists claim it's 
because they don't speak English at home or 
the schools don't teach them well.

I t’s 7:02 on a recent summer evening, 
and the main gate at Strands Beach, 
located next to a parking lot on 
Selva Road on the north side of Dana 
Point Harbor, slams shut. The gate, 
which opens to the Strand at Headlands 
development, locks at this time every 
evening from May through September; 
from October to April, the gate shuts 
promptly at 5 p.m. Factoring in seasonal 
changes in daylight as well as daylight 
saving time, this means that no matter 
what time of year it is, the sun is still 
shining when the gate closes and blocks 
off the beach to all but the wealthy 
homeowners who live there. (Though 
there is public access less than 200 
yards north of this gate.) 

According to California’s state consti¬ 
tution, the gate shouldn’t even be there: 
All the sand below the high-tide line is 
public property, and access should be 
guaranteed to anyone. But over the past 
few decades, throughout the state— 
especially in places such as Malibu and 
South Orange County—you’d be forgiven 
for thinking the beach is for millionaires 
only: Well-heeled homeowners use 
everything from bogus no-parking or 
no-trespassing signs to private security 
firms to keep the public away. 

But now the people are finally rising 
up to reclaim the sand. Or at least the 


California Coastal Commission (CCC) 
is; it exists, in part, to litigate against cit¬ 
ies, property developers and homeown¬ 
ers who block the beach. According to 
CCC enforcement officer Andrew Wil¬ 
lis, there are currently “60 to 70 open- 
access violations in Orange County.” 

Not surprisingly, of these violations, 
more than half are in South County. 
Besides the gate at Strands, Capistrano 
Beach, located on the south side of 
Dana Point Harbor, is home to front 
yards that extend beyond the high-tide 
line, making it impossible for the pub-

The "public" area of the beach is determined by the tide line, which isn't actually a constant boundary, 
leading to confusion. There are actually two tidal lines, which are calculated differently, that factor 
into where public beach extends. Add to the kerfuffle "privacy buffers," which are basically small bits 
of land that homeowners can expect to be empty so they don't have random beachgoers looking into 
their living rooms. But wait, there's more! These "privacy buffers" vary in size, too, depending in where 
the tide is. Oh, and did we mention the public section of beach in front of the houses can vary in size 
depending on the individual property? Your safest bet is to just set your towel at the water's edge— 
better off wet than trespassing!

lie to walk along the beach if the tide 
is too high. Even when the tide is low, 
residents of each block do everything 
they can to deter people from walking 
near their front yards. TheyVe also been 
accused of using security guards to keep 
people away. 

Via Buena Vista, on the cliffs above 
San Clemente Beach, is adorned with 
no-parking signs in an attempt to dis¬ 
courage non-locals. Parking is a chore 
even for residents; for beachgoers, 
there’s one tiny public lot and the possi¬ 
bility their vehicles will be towed if they 
are too close to a driveway. 

On July 1, the CCC announced it

planned to directly ticket Coastal Act 
violators. As of now, anyone privatiz¬ 
ing the beach is subject to a fine at the 
CCC’s discretion, whereas previously 
homeowners were able to argue their 
case in court. The tickets can cost viola¬ 
tors as much as $11,250 per day. There's 
little reason to suspect citations will be 
handed out willy-nilly; the CCC is send¬ 
ing homeowners warning letters, giving 
them 30 days to comply 
with the law and avoid 
the fine. 

Surfrider Founda¬ 
tion, a nationwide 
environmental 
organization, has 
led the fight for 
beach access in 
Orange County, 
especially near 
Dana Point's 
Headlands, where 
private developers 
controversially 
began building 
homes more 
than a 
decade 
ago. The 

group calls its anti-gate litigation efforts 
the “summer bummer.” “We've been bat¬ 
tling gates since ... 2000,” legal director 
Angela Howe says. “The gates were never 
permitted in the local coastal program 
amendment; they were never anticipated 
by Coastal Commission.” 

The Headlands Reserve LLC gained 
approval from the CCC to develop the 
area in 2004, provided the development 
include at least two entry points allow¬ 


ing the public to reach the beach. In May 
2009, gates were placed at both ends of 
the designated paths. The CCC contacted 
the city in October and November 2009, 
ordering their removal. In March 2010, 
the city of Dana Point ignored these orders 
and, for supposed safety reasons, initiated 
a curfew on the paths that go through the 
development, thus allowing for nightly 
locking of the gate before sunset. 

The city pursued a lawsuit against the 
CCC in May of that year, claiming it had 
overstepped its jurisdiction by pushing 
for a permit application for both the gate 
and curfew. Surfrider countersued the 
city, claiming officials exaggerated the 
justification for the curfew and that 
no crime records supported a cur¬ 
few. (A judge combined the lawsuits 
into a single case in San Diego 
County Superior Court.) 

The court ruled against 
Dana Point and ordered 
that one gate, located 
on the bluff near 
a trailhead 
leading 
through 
a nearby 

wildlife habitat area, must be removed. 
However, the main path through the 
housing development is still gated and 
subject to the city's curfew hours. 

The wildlife trailhead, atop Dana 
Strand Road, overlooks the gated Head¬ 
lands community currently in develop¬ 
ment above Strands Beach. Progress 
appears slow; most lots are still just 
that, enumerated plots of land. There 
are 71 lots in total immediately above

the beach, with 47 more across a small 
street. Of these, approximately half are 
empty and less than 20 of those that 
have been built so far appear inhabited. 

On a recent weekday visit, a vacationer 
named Tara, who said she was from Kan¬ 
sas City, was enjoying a relaxing game of 
putt-putt on one of the lots. “The beach is 
for everybody. They gotta get down here 
some way, and thaf s probably the short¬ 
est distance,” Tara says, 
pointing at the gate. 

According to 
Tara, though, 
she and other 
beachgoers 
donT particu¬ 
larly mind 
the gate 
closing at 
sunset, nor 
that beyond 
that gate, 
security 
guards patrol 
the development to keep 
people off private property. “Everybody 
who comes here is very chilled out and just 
wants to be on the beach,” she observes. 
“They donT really care about whaf s hap¬ 
pening in between the street and the beach.” 

Mitch Hutch, an older surfer, grew up 
in the neighborhood and remembers it 
as “the last kind of piece of nature that 


kids could kinda escape to; it was just 
generally a better experience.” 

“You were able to still have some 
youthful beach fun,” adds Violetta Wolf, 
another homegrown beachgoer. 

Unlike Strands, Capistrano Beach 
actually has houses on the beach 
itself. Thirty-seven of them are listed 
in violation of the Coastal Act for 
encroachment—official jargon for 
illegally acting as though your front 
yard extends further toward the ocean 
than it actually does by 
using objects such 
as lawn furniture, 
signs, fences and 
private secu¬ 
rity guards to 
deter beach- 
goers from 
picking 
a spot in 
front of 
your house. 

Back at 
Strands, 
Hutch 
and Wolf are 
reminiscing about 
the bygone days of the beach’s pre- 
nouveau riche era. “The people that 
were rich here before, you wouldn’t 
have been able to tell,” Hutch says. 
“They had money, but you would’ve 
thought that they were homeless. 

Now, you have this deal with, like, the 
McMansion people not appreciating 


the nature that they destroyed that 
cultured rich people of days of yore 
would’ve understood.” 

“No one’s moved in,” chimes in Wolf, 
pointing at the vacant houses. “Those 
have been empty for so long, all the way 
up to Laguna Beach.” 

As far as Hutch is concerned, the 
battle for beach access in places such as 


Strands is already lost. “You’re fighting 
development; you’re gonna lose even¬ 
tually,” he says. “Who’s gonna stand 
around and fight for something that’s 
clearly already gone?”

Irvine’s Jinbei is a Japanese restaurant’s Japanese restaurant

I usually avoid using the too-easily 
misconstrued word authentic to 
describe anything. But not since 
Kappo Sui in Costa Mesa have I 
encountered a more authentic Japanese 
restaurant in OC than Jinbei. No other 
word suits it. If John Wayne were a man's 
man, then Jinbei is a Japanese restaurant's 
Japanese restaurant, where everything 
served is exciting, intriguing and unfil¬ 
tered. It's the kind of place you tell your 
friends about and hope they tell their 
friends about it, even while you wonder 
how it ended up here, tucked deep inside 
a tree-lined pocket of residential Irvine in 
one of Don Bren's most manicured neigh¬ 
borhood centers. 

Before Jinbei, save for a few stand¬ 
outs, Irvine's Japanese joints were stuck 
broadcasting one wavelength, serving the 
lowest common denominators of teriyaki, 
sushi rolls and tempura combo plates. In 
fact, before Jinbei, two failed Japanese 
concepts came and went at this very spot. 

To please those who require such 
things, Jinbei serves bentos and sushi. 

But even the bentos are atypical here. 

The one that features tonkatsu used a 
pork cutlet thicker and juicier than I 
expected: breaded with a light-handed 
grace; cooked with a gushing piece of fat 
attached; and served with homemade 
pickles, a hijiki seaweed side dish and an 
eggy potato salad in two separate bowls. 
But what most distinguishes these bentos 
might just be the house-made miso soup. 
It possessed a depth of flavor I never 
knew I was missing at other restaurants. 

As good as the bentos are, and as tempt¬ 
ing as the imported Japanese cuts of 
sashimi and nigiri look, Jinbei's scatter¬ 
shot menu is best explored by trying the 
items you'll need the waitress to translate. 
There are actually three menus, but the 
legal-sized scroll titled “JINBETs Daily 
Recommendation” has all the interesting 
stuff. It's here where I found raw, crunchy, 
gelatinous octopus chopped to worm¬ 
sized pieces and slicked with a bracing 
wasabi marinade. It's here that I asked 
what a “koika to pumpkin no taitan” was 
and found out it's a simple braised dish 
of sublimely tender squid with boiled 
kabocha squash. But even the things that 
need no translation were great. There 
were ruddy, deep-fried chicken wings 
singing of their sake marinade; delicately 
fried pumpkin croquettes; and a towering 
salmon skin salad that, when torched to 
order, filled the restaurant with a barbe- 
cued-fish aroma. 

Also bruleed with the same whoosh of 
acetylene flames: the creamy crab gratin, 
a ceramic bowl filled with ooey-gooey 


cheese and crab meat that have been 
baked together into a chowder-like sauce 
so thick it could double as Alfredo. And 
if you've never had unagi in any other 
state than lacquered in sticky sauce on 
a caterpillar roll, the vinegared eel and 
cucumber is a must. The meat is singed 
naked so the char cuts through its fishi¬ 
ness, and the cucumbers are spiral cut 
to resemble accordions. Both absorb the 
dressing and make a revelatory dish in an 
ocean of revelations. 

Another masterpiece: a beef stew in 
a tomato sauce with grated parmesan 
cheese, kabocha squash, lotus root and 
shishito peppers that tastes as though 
a Japanese grandmother and Marcella 
Hazan joined forces. In fact, I should 
mention a lot of the dishes aren't even 
necessarily or originally Japanese. The 
most popular item is the uni spaghetti— 
a plate of pasta so rich, so buttery, so 
redolent of the sea I figure it must harbor 
enough uni to make at least a half-dozen 
gunkan-makis. Cafe Hiro in Cypress may 
be the most well-known in the county for 
its version of this Japanese-Italian fusion, 
but here, I witnessed the intense effort 
involved in its creation. 

Through a window between the dining 
room and kitchen, I saw the chef pull the 
noodles in and out of the pan to coat every

Strand, aerate the sauce to the perfect 
state of frothy emulsion, and then plate 
it with even more precious lobes of sea 
urchin on top. And when I ordered the 
cod roe-stuffed tamago—the traditional 
Japanese omelet most places make ahead 
of time and serve cold—I saw the same 
gentleman take a square pan and, in the 
next five minutes, construct it from the 
ground up, layer by layer. 

On my fourth visit, as I marveled over 
my dessert of ice cream bundled around 
a crepe and my date's still-steaming 
chocolate souffle, I had to ask our waitress 
where in the world Jinbei came from. She 
said the owner and most of the chefs are 
from Osaka and the sushi master came 
from Kasen in Fountain Valley. When 
pressed, she told me this is the first res¬ 
taurant its mysterious owner has opened 
outside Japan. She remarked that's the 
reason the dishes are a little “different.” 

“Yes, it is different,” I replied. “But 
also authentic!”

I get tired of covering downtown Santa 
Ana's gentrification wars: on one side, 
you have hipsters who openly wish for all 
the Latino vendors on Fourth Street (espe¬ 
cially the quinceahera shops. Ask a Gentri- 
fier: Why do quinceahera shops bother 
ustedes sol) to get the hell out of there; 
the other side consists of lifetime residents 
who don't have any problem slurring other 
lifetime residents who happen to support 
gentrification. And then there's another 
side, which includes me, who slams the 
landlords and politicians that enable them 
but not individual business owners (unless 
they're bona fide racists), and then gets 
crap from the other sides for this. When¬ 
ever I get fatigued by all this, I go to Red Hill 
Cafe to see the city at its finest. 

There is no pretension here—^the baked 
goods are muffins wrapped in cellophane; 
the orange juice, Rockview. There is heri¬ 
tage: My /7?i/)zMexican dad ate here back 
in the 1980s, when he worked at Royalty 
Carpets just across the street. Here, there is 
no tension between the races: The eaters, 
almost all working-class heroes or retirees, 
pass the Tapatio to one another or leave 
copies of the Orange County Register or La 
Opinion for other folks to read. The classic 
diner food—omelets and short stacks and 
sandwiches and breakfast burritos—is 
befitting of the cafe's honest-to-goodness 
counter. The chicken-fried steak special 
on Thursday would please anyone in the 
Panhandle; a two-egg, two-pancakes, 
two-sausages-or-bacon special for five 
bucks is manna for anyone. And the chorizo 
scramble is something all mam/s make. 

More important, for the future of SanTana, 
here at Red Hill Cafe are Mexicans. Prepar¬ 
ing these all-American dishes are immigrants 
in the back kitchen; manning the counter 
are Chicanas; eating are pa/sas and pochos 
alike. Hipsters can come, and hipsters can 
go, but the city's present and future are 
inextricably Mexican—^just not the revolu¬ 
tionaries myself and other anti-gentrification 
warriors might want. Because the dirty little 
secret in SanTana is that most residents just 
want to eat and keep politics out of their hash 
browns and tacos. And, for the moment. Red 
Hill is this majority's Switzerland.

Rosa Heidler of Fusion Bites 


T he opportunity to interview 
a female chef doesn’t come 
around often enough. It was a 
pleasure to learn more about 
Fusion Bites (inside the Ayres Hotel 
in Fountain Valley) from Rosa Heidler, 
whose creative touch breathes new life 
into the term Asian fusion. 

OC WEEKLY; How did you select Fountain 
Valley for your restaurant? 

ROSA HEIDLER: I felt the city was a 
great, central location in Orange County. 
I also happened to stumble upon an 
ad on Craigslist. The Ayres Hotel was 
looking for an Asian fusion restaurant 
to lease its space. I presented my menu, 
as well as concept ideas, and [manage¬ 
ment] chose me to open up in the brand- 
new hotel. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Yuzu is a Japanese citrus that has such 
a unique, complex taste. It can enhance 
any dish and take it to a new level. I wish 
it was more available in grocery stores. 
Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Vietnamese restaurants. We have 
such a large community. You can find 
almost any type of Vietnamese food in 
the area. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Bank hot loc, a dish from the Hue region 
of Vietnam, where my family originated 
from. It’s made with tapioca formed into 
dumplings, filled with pork and shrimp, 
and served with nuoc mam. Talking 
about it makes my mouth water. My 
mom makes it the best! 

Where was your most recent meal? 

Shik Do Rak in Garden Grove. I love 
Korean barbecue. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Rice. It’s a staple in my diet. I love to 
enjoy all kinds of foods, but I have to 
have rice at least once a week.

How did you come up with the bao 
bun sliders? 

I was having dinner at a friend’s house 
when she served traditional bao buns for 
dinner. I went home and immediately 
wanted to create something fun and new, 
so I spent the next year making all kinds 
of bao bun sliders. 

Best tip for the home cook: 

Unless you have a need for iodine, you 
should switch your table salt to Kosher 
salt. It will make your food taste so much 
better and, believe it or not, less salty. 
And don’t be afraid to use a little extra 
salt—sometimes, that’s all you need. 
Favorite places to eat: 

A home-cooked meal at home, where 
I’m not the one cooking it. Family meals 
are the best, and you get to spend some 
quality time with your loved ones. 

Your earliest food memory: 

It was my grandma’s tbit kho and cai 
chua (caramelized pork with pickled 
mustard greens) served with steamed 
rice. It’s really simple Vietnamese com¬ 
fort food, but no one makes it like my 
grandma, including my mom. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

We serve our hamachi bites at the res¬ 
taurant. It consists of yellowtail, flour 
tortillas and nine other components 
that go on each piece.

Babette’s Feast still impresses after all these years 


B elmont Shore in the sum¬ 
mertime is about as far from 
Paris, France, as you can get. 
The oceanfront locale and its 
onshore breeze, the chaotic flurry of visor- 
wearing tourists and the sea of college-age 
day drinkers constantly stumbling down 
the enclave’s main drag. Second Street is 
the near cultural opposite of the espresso- 
sipping visitors and erudite locals that 
stroll Gay Paree’s romantic brick-lined 
streets. But enter Babette’s Feast—a bak¬ 
ery and cafe nestled on the far west end 
of the beachy strip we reviewed so long 
ago—and you can escape into a romantic 
world where warm, eggy crepes fill tum¬ 
mies each morning and the people-watch¬ 
ing on the patio is accompanied by the 
relaxing lull of a central fountain. 

In the midst of the area’s pricey sit- 
down restaurants and grab-and-go sweets 
stands, Babette’s Feast is a counter-service 
breakfast-and-lunch spot with an unparal¬ 
leled selection of tarts, pastries, cookies 
and cakes made fresh each day. The only 
clue that you’re in Southern California is 
the Vietnamese owners, who have pretty 
firmly stuck to the cuisine of their colonial 
power, save for the menu’s “Asian coffee” 
option, which loads a regular coffee with 
the Vietnamese standard of condensed 
milk. After years of only going in for an 
on-the-run caffeine fix or to buy boxes of 
colorful macarons (new flavors include 
chocolate ganache and green tea—a dozen 
for only $20!), I decided to make Babette’s 
my new summer lunchtime hangout; its 
shady patio and secluded location being 
the only place to get any real French flair 
in Long Beach.

Grilled panini and French-roll sand¬ 
wiches make up the majority of the lunch 
options. Such American meats as bacon, 
tuna and turkey are available, but I always 
opt for French-style fillings: smoked 
salmon with scrambled eggs and green 
onions; prosciutto with pesto and melty 
brie; the house rosemary chicken salad, 
made with vinegary capers and mayo. 
Each can be ordered as a full or half-size a 
la carte, but add a side of the French onion 
soup—the translucent sweet onions in a 
not-too-salty brown broth are covered 
with half a slice of Swiss draped delicately 
over a sopping piece of bread—or a cham¬ 
pagne vinaigrette salad to any sandwich, 
and the $7 combo will come with a bag of 
chips or a cookie (try the raspberry tart, 
a shortbread layered cookie dusted with 
powdered sugar). 

Beyond sandwiches, there are quiches, 
lunch crepes, veggie tortes, and a savory 
chicken-and-mushroom vol au vent. 

When a European vacation seems a world 
away from summertime in the LBC, 
Babette’s Feast is always there, ready to 
soothe those cravings for French pastries, 
fresh espresso and the laid-back atmo¬ 
sphere of a distant Parisian cafe.

In their place is a semi-healthy mix of fried 
potatoes, gobs of melted cheese, creamy

to agree.

Lovers retreat in tweet master Charlie McDowell’s 

The One I Love

Their marriage counselor (McDowelPs 
stepdad, Ted Danson, whose character 
is identified in the credits only as “The 
Therapist”) convinces the pair to go off 
on a make-or-break weekend getaway to 
a lush property he keeps in the Southern 
California hills. 


C harlie McDowell wrote Dear 
Girls Above Me: Inspired by a 
True Story, a book based on a 
Twitter feed of his open letters 
to two ditzy female roommates in their 
mid-twenties who lived in the apartment 
above his. At first amused by their inane 
conversations, McDowell ultimately 
learned something about how women 
view men and themselves in a dating 
world that could count him as a victim, 
already having been dumped by the girl 
he knew was “the one.” 

But tweeting was a diversion and not 
an occupation for McDowell, an Ameri¬ 
can Film Institute-trained filmmaker 
who has also dabbled in acting (as have 
his parents, Malcolm McDowell and 
Mary Steenburgen). 

Charles Malcolm McDowell got not 
only a book deal out of his Twitter fame, 
but also the opportunity to direct his 
first feature-length movie. And so, with 
a Dear Girls Above Me fan base that 
includes Lena Dunham, Zach Galifiana- 
kis and Mark Duplass, comes the author's 
much-anticipated indie. The One I Love. 


Were the movie’s plot 
twist to happen later in 
the story, as with the 
one in The Sixth Sense, it 
would be so much easier 
to fully describe what 
Moss accomplishes that 
is unique. 

Opening at Rancho Niguel Cinemas 
in Laguna Niguel on Friday, after warm 
receptions at this year's Sundance and 
Newport Beach film festivals. The One I 
Love moves both forward and backward 
from the point McDowell found himself 
in while writing his hilarious and know¬ 
ing tweets. 

Duplass—who co-wrote and co-directed 
Cyrus, The Puffy Chair and Jejf, Who Lives 
at Home with his brother Jay but is prob¬ 
ably better known as The League’s Pete 
Eckhart—and Elisabeth Moss (Mad Men’s 
Peggy Olson) play Ethan and Sophie, a 
married couple on the brink of separation. 


Slightly foreshadowing a plot twist 
worthy of The Twilight Zone is The Ther¬ 
apist's sliminess, which falls somewhere 
between Danson's George Christopher 
on Bored to Death and Arthur Frobisher 
on Damages. It's a spin in the story that, 
were it to be revealed here, would justify 
my immediate arrest and long incarcera¬ 
tion with those two dingbats who lived 
above McDowell. 

Here then is how the press notes 
for The One I Love describe Ethan and 
Sophie's attempt to save their marriage: 
“What begins as a romantic and fun 
retreat soon becomes surreal, when an 
unexpected discovery forces the two to 
examine themselves, their relationship 
and their future.” 

That sounds very heady, especially 
for a summer dramedy, so also know 
going in that The One I Love is largely 
bright and breezy, despite the sub¬ 
versive undercurrent. Credit Justin 
Lader's tight, smart script; McDowell's 
fine pacing; and the cast's acute come¬ 
dic timing. 

Propelling The One I Love to the level 
of must-see-now (versus wait-for-cable)

is Moss' subtle yet revealing perfor¬ 
mance. What her part demands could 
easily slip into the farcical or cartoon- 
ish by most young actresses. Without 
words or actions, with only her face and 
posture. Moss manages to keep the audi¬ 
ence from becoming confused amid the 
supernatural. It's truly breathtaking to 
behold, especially on the big screen. 

Were the movie's plot twist to happen 
later in the story, as with the one in The 
Sixth Sense, it would be so much easier to 
fully describe what Moss accomplishes 
that is unique. The One I Love hinges on 
its spin right from the get-go and also 
requires Duplass to exercise the same 
acting muscles with his character, and 
he does so ably. Audiences are used to 
seeing his sad-puppy eyes and knowing 
smirk used to comedic effect. Here, he 
and Moss must instill layers of believ- 
ability to the unbelievable—not for a half- 
hour sitcom (or Twilight Zone episode), 
but a 91-minute runtime. Both dive right 
in, just as Ethan and Sophie did when 
they fell in love and again when they 
tried to save their marriage. 

One might say their hearts are 
all a-Twitter.

A MASTER BUILDER You might say that 
actor and theater director Andre Gregory 
creates theater Boyhood-style: He and 
his compatriots, chief among them actor 
and playwright Wallace Shawn, have 
been known to rehearse certain plays 
for a decade and more, gradually build¬ 
ing on them, revisiting them, allowing 
them to change shape and texture as 
the participants age. That's how Gregory 
approached Henrik Ibsen's 1892 chestnut 
The Master Builder. Over the years he 
and Shawn—who had retranslated the 
play himself—would perform the play 
for friends. Now, Jonathan Demme has 
directed a modestly scaled but potent 
film version of the adaptation. Shawn 
plays Halvard Solness, an architect 
nearing the end of his life. Solness has 
reached the top of his game by crush¬ 
ing, misleading, or manipulating the 
people around him. In Ibsen's version, 
Solness is aging but perfectly healthy. 
Here he's on his deathbed, seemingly 
waiting to draw his last breath, until a 
vision appears before him, a radiant and 
loopy young woman (Lisa Joyce). She 
restores his enthusiasm and vigor. She 
also urges him to rethink some of the 
terrible choices he's made in life. Even 
if you generally deem Ibsen el-snorro 
(important but boring), you may get more 
out of this adaptation than any other. 
Demme, following in the footsteps of the 
late Louis Malle, takes a spare, direct 
approach to the material—his economy 
pays off in quiet eloquence. And Shawn, 
with his trademark two-tooth smile, is 
marvelous: One minute his Solness is 
a cheerful gnome, happily toting up his 
achievements like fat gold coins. The 
next he's a sour gremlin. He's mercurial 
to the max, a Solness who's treacherous 
but not soulless. (Not Rated) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Edwards WestparkS, Irvine. 

THE GIVER The Giver ls more simple and 
raw than the rest of today's teen dys¬ 
topias that try to cram in unnecessary 
backstory and love triangles. (Original 
author Lois Lowry published her novel 
in 1993, which makes it officially the 
cool aunt of Katniss and the kids.) The 
story picks up several generations after 
humanity has done something so awful 
that our descendants have wiped it 
from memory. They've forcibly forgotten 
a lot of other things, too: how to kiss, 
how to clap, and how to lie. To keep the 
peace, everyone's mood is medicated 
in the morning. There's no fear, no hate, 
no envy, no violence, and no risk. In 
short, it's a helicopter parent's utopia. 
Teenagers, of course, would hate it 
if they were missing out on dancing 
and lust. But only one, Jonas (Brenton 
Thwaites), is learning what they've 
lost. He's been appointed the Keeper of 
Memories—the sage who uses the mis¬ 
takes of the past to advise the leaders 
of the present—and his trainer, the out¬ 
going Keeper (Jeff Bridges), is charged 
with filling him in on what mankind has 
lost: crowd-surfing and Tiananmen 
Square and polar bears. Director Phillip 
Noyce (Patriot Games) leans heavily on 
montages that cut to Jonas startled and 
heavy with the weight of what he's just 
learned, and as he furtively cuts back on 


his meds, the film slowly saturates from 
black-and-white to pale pastels to the 
full, rich rainbow of life, including the 
auburn hair that graces the childhood 
friend (Odeya Rush) he now realizes he 
loves. Teens and preteens who choose 
to buy tickets to this imperfect but 
straightforward charmer could choose 
much, much worse. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE HUNDRED-FOOT JOURNEY 
Lasse Hallstrom has become an expert 
at making mom-jeans movies, nonthreat¬ 
ening pictures in which headstrong 
women find love just when they think it's 
too late and turn small French villages 
topsy-turvy by opening chocolate shops. 
But the tragedy and the glory of mom 
jeans is that they're comfy, at least when 
they're well engineered. Hallstrom's The 
Hundred-Foot Journey, in which the prim 
proprietress of a tres chic restaurant 
in the French countryside learns life 
lessons from a raucous family of Indian 
emigrees, is almost embarrassingly 
enjoyable, despite the fact that—or 
maybe because—it's ridiculous in a 
shiny, Hollywood way. You don't have to 
buy the plot twists to enjoy Helen Mirren 
and Om Puri duking it out over which 
tastes better, coq au vin ortandoori 
chicken. There's pleasure in watching 
them fume, argue, and ultimately make 
peace under the soft glow of a Michelin 
star. Puri's Papa is the head of a clan 
that runs a successful restaurant in 
India, until a tragedy sends them pack¬ 
ing to France. Papa decides to put down 
roots and open a restaurant. He finds 
the perfect locale just 100 feet from the 
hugely successful Le Saule Pleureur, 
run by the forbiddingly proper Madame 
Mallory (Mirren). Hallstrom ticks off all 
the boxes: This is a story about redemp¬ 
tion and tolerance, about finding love 
at any age or stage of life, about the 
way cross-cultural culinary fusion can 
bring us all closer. But it's loaded with 
enchanting scenery and wicked food 
porn in colors so amazing—the fiery 
orange-red of a tomato, the bushy green 
of a parsley garnish—it could incite 
stubborn toddlers to eat vegetables (PG) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

IF I STAY Given the dearth of dramas 
about real-life grown-up problems, espe¬ 
cially in summertime, movies adapted 
from young-adult novels are about the 
best we can hope for. Even when they're 
not great, they fill a need, for teenagers 
and grown-ups alike. If you're in the 
mood for a story about humans who are 
a little less expendable, you could do 
worse than spend an air-conditioned 
afternoon watching If I Stay. Chloe 
Grace Moretz plays Mia, a teenage 
rebel, though not the sort you'd expect: 
She's a disciplined cellist with dreams of 
attending Juilliard. The cutest and cool¬ 
est guy in her school, an aspiring rock 
guitarist named Adam (Jamie Blackley), 
spies her practicing alone in a classroom 
one day, and zing go the strings of his 
heart. They begin dating, but tragedy 
strikes: Mia and her family suffer a seri¬ 
ous car accident, one that puts Mia in a 
coma. While flesh-and-blood Mia lies in 
a hospital bed, right at the crossroads 
of life and death, out-of-body Mia drifts 
around listlessly, reflecting on her recent 
past and asking herself the same ques¬ 
tion the Clash once posited: Should I stay 
or should I go? It's the ultimate teenage 
fantasy, an extension of the "You'd be 
sorry if I died!" retort so beloved by 
melodramatic 15-year-olds everywhere. 


At a certain point. If I Sfaytakes a maud¬ 
lin turn and just keeps going. But Moretz 
is strong enough to carry it. She makes 
out-of-body Mia's soul-searching wholly 
believable: There's a vulnerable softness 
to her eyes that suggests she really is 
thinking and feeling all the time, sus¬ 
pended in that gel of emotional turmoil 
we remember as teenagerhood. (PG-13)

INTO THE STORM Incompatible fronts 
collide in director Steven Quale's 
weather-horror patience-tester Into 
the Storm. The first is the summertime 
yen for righteous kablooey, the dumber 
the better, exemplified here by drunk 
galoots hauling ass into a twister on a 
four-wheeler ATV. In the climactic mega¬ 
funnel, jets and 18-wheelers flit about 
like dollar bills in one of those county- 
fair grab-the-money booths. That's one 
of several audaciously dumb bits: Just 
moments after seeing four twisters touch 
down, including one on fire, destroy 
the movie's Everytown Main Street, a 
teenage boy glances at meteorological 
equipment he's never seen before and 
cries out, "It's getting worse!" So, the 
flick's got its blockbuster bona tides. Too 
bad all that razzle-dazzle keeps smash¬ 
ing into that second front, our real- 
world memories of Joplin, Greensburg, 
and those three days in 2011, when 
tornadoes killed 348 Americans. Has 
there ever before been such big-ticket 
escapist entertainment released about 
the awesomeness of something that so 
recently killed so many of us? Doesn't 
it usually take a while longer before 
everyone's ready for candy spun from 
trauma? The CGI effects are too goofy to 
take seriously, but the devastated homes 
and streets look like devastated homes 
and streets, and the post-climax scenes 
of tattered American flags and survivors 
coming together to heal could be well- 
shot news footage. But the character 
beats—and there are a lot of them—are 
hokily old-fashioned, more evidence of 
the filmmakers' irreconcilable impulses. 
At the end, these harried survivors 
beam with the certainty that they've 
each learned a lesson about what life's 
really about. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

LET'S BE COPS When you put a pair 
of losers in uniforms, at the end of the 
day they're still losers. Best friends and 
roommates Justin (Damon Wayans Jr.) 
and Ryan (Jake Johnson) learn that the 
hard way but not without finding some 
joy in the fantasy that you can become 
the success you had always hoped to by 
just slipping on some aviators and buying 
a police car off eBay. Easy ls the theme 
and reality of Let's Be Cops. As the pair 
slides into fake lives and real danger, the 
movie glides on the formula of buddy cop 
films, putting on those tropes just like 
Justin and Ryan putting on cop gear. As 
a film. Let's Be Cops glides in the same 
way its characters do. Though it charms, 
it's difficult to ignore how many times 
we've seen this story played out before. 
After 22 Jump 5freef ripped to shreds the 
formula of a buddy cop film, it's difficult 
to not side-eye the perfect mold Let's Be 
Cops casts itself in. Per usual, an odd 
couple struggles to mesh together as a 
team, finds their bearings, encounters 
dangers, has a falling-out, then trans¬ 
forms into heroes, saving the day and 
one another. The familiarity proves a dis¬ 
traction. Will anyone be surprised when 
the tone shifts from a loser's dreamworld 
of living in an action movie to an actual 


action movie? It doesn't help that the 
film falls victim to the same gay and race 
jokes that goofball bromances have such 
a hard time shaking. (R) Brittany Spanos. 
Countywide. 

LUCY Scarlett Johansson has always 
seemed more human than human, her 
round lips and hips signaling something 
primordial to us cavemen huddled in the 
dark of the movie theater. How odd then 
that her last three films have reduced her 
to a robotic destroyer of men: as an oper¬ 
ating system in Her, a man-eating alien in 
Linder the Skin, and now Lucy, in which 
an overdose of CPH4—^the chemical that 
develops embryos in the womb—turns 
her into a blank-eyed assassin with 100 
percent mental control over her brain, 
as opposed to the 10 percent that merely 
allows us mortals to solve Rubik's Cubes 
and blast astronauts into space. Director 
Luc Besson must think the audience is 
operating with even fewer synapses. 
Here, his style is slick but hand-holdingly 
literal. In the opening when Lucy's boy- 
friend-of-the-week (Pilou Asbaek) forces 
her to deliver a briefcase to a Taiwanese 
gangster (Min-sik Choi), Besson edits in 
a shot of a mouse in a trap. When that 
gangster sews drugs in her stomach, 
he splices in a cheetah snapping the 
neck of a gazelle. Later, as the newly 
bionic Lucy seeks vengeance, Besson 
even tries to convince us she's a strong 
female character, which to the majority 
of male action directors simply means a 
sexy, silent badass. The real females in 
the audience may wonder why a genius 
would limp across a multi-continental 
gunfight in five-inch Louboutins. (Hey 
smarty-pants, wear sneakers.) There's 
enough mumbo jumbo about space 
and time and cellular division to allow 
Lucy to feign depth, but what lingers is 
Besson's regressive belief that even the 
most intelligent woman on earth can't 
figure out how to get her way without a 
miniskirt and a gun. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

SIN CITY: A DAME TO KILL FOR 

Robert Rodriguez and Frank Miller's Sin 
City: A Dame to Kill for isn't the kind of 
guns-and-glory thriller that ends with 
the hero putting down his pistol and 
getting a high five. In fact, there are 
no heroes, only men of differing levels 
of egomania and rage, from Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt's cardsharp, who can't 
stop pressing his luck to Josh Brolin's 
hair-trigger private investigator, who 
can't control his temper. Then there's 
Mickey Rourke's shovel-faced brute, 
Marv, a force of destruction, who kills 
for fun and occasionally his own hard- 
to-define moral code. And I've got one 
piece of advice if you're a woman in 
Sin City: move. Your other choices are 
being victims, hookers, or betrayed 


wives, and the line between the three is 
as invisible as a silk stocking. In Frank 
Miller's comics, your best career option 
is, er, being a popular stripper. But even 
the town's best dancer, Nancy (Jessica 
Alba), is miserable. Alba—a lovely but 
rather listless actress—has been asked 
to shoulder Sin City's emotional arc. The 
role needs a performer with violence 
in her eyes. When Alba glares at the 
camera, you just want to give her a hug 
and say, "It's okay—we know you're 
trying your best." The miscasting isn't 
her fault. It's Rodriguez's, a symptom of 
Sin City's larger worldview that looks 
matter more than depth. Eva Green, 
meanwhile, is sexy, funny, dangerous, 
and wild—everything the film needed 
to be—and whenever she's not on the 
screen, we feel her absence as though 
the sun has blinked off. She strips off 
more than Alba, yet she's never just 
eye candy—she's a full meal. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

TEENAGE MUTANT NINJA TURTLES 
At the risk of overly romanticizing the 
original film—a movie I saw 20 times 
when I was 11 and haven't dared watch 
since—1990's Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles had grime and a sliver of soul. 

Its New York was wet and dirty, the 
streets lined with manholes shooting up 
geysers of gross steam and bad guys 
who committed crimes kids understood: 
stealing purses, attacking innocents, 
and ominous loitering. In fact, the bad 
guys were kids themselves drawn to 
the Foot Clan's Pleasure Island-like 
hideout to smoke, shoot pool, and 
play poker—a child's fantasy of thug 
life—and the scariest thing was that 
we could see ourselves stumbling after 
them into the world of crime. Director 
Jonathan Liebesman's generic TMNT 
is bigger and emptier, a wasteland of 
pixels. Instead of the visceral chills 
of alleyway crooks, the evil master 
scheme is, er, pharmaceutical fraud— 
terrifying to anyone with an HMD, none 
of whom will buy a ticket to the movie. 

It doesn't help that producer Michael 
Bay has shoe-horned in his sexual tics: 
Victoria's Secret billboards, Megan 
Fox, and rampant product placement, 
including a soliloquy from Splinter 
on the glory of Pizza Hut's mythical 
99-cheese pizza. Bay and company 
have even amped-up lead villain 
Shredder, a karate expert who wears 
a pagoda made of knives, into, well, 
a Transformer. It begs the question: 

Why introduce Shredder sans-suit as 
a brawler who can literally knock a 
man unconscious while on his knees 
with his hands tied behind his back, 
and then make him rely on magnets 
and gizmos? (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

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Embargo This 

‘Fabelo’s Anatomy’ focuses on the pervier side of a Cuban legend

I f you’re looking for a way to be put off 
your breakfast, try reading the Cuba 
Assets Control Regulations from the 
U.S. Department of the Treasury over 
coffee. Installed after Fidel Castro defeated 
the corrupt Batista regime in Cuba, seized 
U.S. businesses exploiting the country's 
resources and began to nationalize them, 
the legislated embargos increased after the 
Bay of Pigs, tightening and relaxing over 
the next decades, depending on who was in 
the White House. 

Done under the aegis of protecting 
human rights, the current regime remains 
embargoed all these decades later. Nowa¬ 
days headed by Castro's brother, Raul, it 
has many prisoners of conscience, rou¬ 
tinely censors its media and restricts many 
freedoms, but the hypocrisy is that we've 
normalized relations with countries that 
have far worse human-rights records. 
China, for example, is a country that shoots 
its protesters down in the streets, and 
there's barely a whisper, lest it affect our 
business dealings. The majority of Ameri¬ 
cans—from both political parties—think the 
laws should disappear; that they haven't 
can be blamed on spineless Democrats and 
Republicans whose campaign coffers profit 
from conservative Cuban expat money. 

One of the few allowances the Depart¬ 
ment of the Treasury has is that art can 
be exported (and imported)... so long as 
it doesn't directly benefit the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment. That single bright light allows 
curator Juan Delgado Calzadilla and the 
Museum of Latin American Art (MOLAA) 
to host “Fabelo's Anatomy,” more than 
50 odd paintings, drawings, watercolors 
and sketches from one of the island's most 
revered artists, Roberto Fabelo. 

And when I say “odd,” that's not an 
understatement. In Meditation In the 
Garden of the Night (2014), a Ruben- 
esque woman in spiked heels, bird wings 
strapped to her naked back, is painted 
onto a canvas of embroidered silk, with 
needlework flowers drifting over the 
crouching figure like pink-tinted snow. 
Fabelo's women have wings, but don't con¬ 
fuse them with angels; they carry weap¬ 
ons—table forks, long needles—and wear 
hollowed-out bird's heads as helmets. Half 
The Secret World ofArrietty, half Epic, the 
women are tiny warriors, albeit soldiers 
sitting astride a rooster, one squeezing the 
nipple of the other (feel free to think of 
Gahrielle d’Estrees et une de ses soeurs or 
insert cheap “riding a big cock” joke); in 
a line next to fishhooks the size of their 
torsos, staring at fish (Baroque Seafront, 
2012); or standing behind a row of color¬ 
ful plumed birds (Women of One Hundred 
Years of Solitude, 2007). 


The BBW cosplay fetishism wears out 
its welcome after just a few glances, the 
variation in imagery limited enough that 
whatever magic exists becomes redun¬ 
dant. Save a few moments of shock when 
the artist portrays woman as objects to be 
consumed—whether subtly naming four 
figures after things you would eat (20I2's 
Vanilla, Strawberry, Marshmallow, and 
Mint) or, more directly, skewering three of 
them as though cooked escargot (Delicates¬ 
sen Skewer, 2012)—this nerd wet dream 
doesn't add anything to our continuing 
discussion about men and women. 

There are some more nude female fig¬ 
ures, this time stared at by men in a series 
of pen-and-ink drawings, using pages 
ripped from old anatomy books as the 
canvas. Incorporating illustrations of cross- 
sectioned internal organs as faces, back¬ 
grounds and props, Fabelo draws around 
them and over them, giving his men (satyrs 
and male animals) fierce red hard-ons, but 
these small comic ink drawings, weird as 
they are, lend the overall exhibition more 
variety than the larger paintings. Described 
as a Cuban Daumier (or Bosch) in the press 
materials, based on the work examples 
here, I don't see the artist's connection to 
the French caricaturist or Dutch painter. 
It's safe to say that bird-headed women 
aren't celebrating feminist dreams or 
female empowerment, and the work, weird 
as it is, doesn't really reflect a Boschian 
hell. It's simply more about a man who 


likes looking at naked chicks. 

For work with more subtext, social 
commentary and wonder, it's Fabelo's 
previous work—available in the electronic 
portfolio at the foyer—that really grabs the 
attention: a head sculpted from used oil- 
paint tubes—curled tubes for hair, caps for 
eyes—resting atop an old, worn book; doll 
heads poking out from the inside of open 
artillery shells; there's a veritable moun¬ 
tain of pots and pans; faces etched into 
cooking utensils blackened from use; dec¬ 
orated dinnerware the height of a human 
being; a painting of a sailor and his dog in 
a tiny boat, floating in a soup pan, over¬ 
flowing into another pan, then another; 
balls made from bones, cutlery or bullet 
casings; piles of shit on an antique scale, 
with a nearby spoon inviting the viewer 
to take a taste. While I'd likely have night¬ 
mares I could never recover from if they 
did it, MOLAA ought to get its hands on 
some of Fabelo's horrific human-headed 
cockroaches. If I saw those scuttling up 
the side of its building, I might rethink 
that Bosch comparison.

Mother of AU Headbangers 

Metal Invictus promoter Angie Gabriel keeps the metal scene fresh for OC and LA bands

L ingering cigarette smoke from 
the upstairs balcony fogs the 
midsize open floors packed 
with shaggy, sweat-stained 
concertgoers at the Airliner bar. Located 
off North Broadway in Lincoln Heights 
in Los Angeles, the club offers a dark, 
packed crevice of underground culture 
with a low cover charge and multiple 
music acts throughout the week. 

On many weekends, the Airliner 
transforms into a communal hub for 
local metalheads. Backyard and base¬ 
ment bands from the greater Los 
Angeles and Orange County areas are 
given the opportunity to migrate to a 
proper stage and venue with the help 
of an events-promotion company called 
Metal Invictus. 

Founded in 2011 by Angie Gabriel and 
Jim Armenia, both musicians them¬ 
selves, Metal Invictus’ philosophy is to 
help the area metal scene and promote 
unsigned bands in lieu of the common 
pay-to-play rules set by other venues 
across the city. Instead of being forced to 
sell $200 to $500 worth of tickets to play 
first at venues such as the Whisky, bands 
booked at the Airliner through Metal 
Invictus play for free. Gabriel says bands 
still have the basic requirements to pro¬ 
mote themselves as well as the show 
through Facebook, fliers and photos. 

“I’m really strict with bands publiciz¬ 
ing and making sure they have the drive 
to sell themselves as much as I want to 
sell them,” Gabriel says with an author¬ 
itative laugh before sipping a cocktail 
at Blind Pig in Rancho Santa Margarita. 
“Bands need to be out there handing 
out fliers after concerts.” 

Talk of the metal weekend nights has 
been spreading to areas other than Los 
Angeles; Gabriel says Metal Invictus has 
been adding more northern California 
bands and a cluster of Orange County 
groups whose fans have followed them 
to the Airliner—among them Lake For¬ 
est’s Madrost, Rancho Santa Margarita’s 
Infinite Death, Fullerton’s Nihilitus, 
Anaheim’s Gravehill, Santa Ana’s Sacred 
Ruins, Lake Forest’s Xanthochroid and 
Costa Mesa’s Lords of Ruin. 

“Metal Invictus furthers the expo¬ 
sure that an OC band like ours can 
gain from the shows it puts on,” says 
Tanner Poppitt, lead guitarist and 
vocalist for Madrost. “It’s not every 
day that a promoter comes along who 
wants to not just help out LA or OC 
bands, but also help to build a scene 
that will gain momentum. Angie is 
one of the most important aspects the 
scene needs.” 


For Gabriel, the love from the OC 
metal scene is mutual. “The profes¬ 
sionalism and talent that is coming 
out of the OC bands right now is car¬ 
nal and unparalleled,” she says. “The 
presence of OC is apparent in the LA 
metal community.” 

After three years of success¬ 
ful metal shows, the promotions 
company is celebrating a landmark 
50th production featuring Dr. 

Know, Night Demon, Hellbender, 
Madrost and Brilliant Machine on 
Sept. 6, with the support of the 
Razor KXRZ radio station and 
a fellow events company called 
Church of the 8th Day. Tickets run 
relatively cheap at $10 a pop and 
come with an 18-and-older gen¬ 
eral-admission policy. 

Although Metal Invictus has 
expanded in team members and suc¬ 
cessful show dates over the years, 
its start-up years were filled with 
the stress of competing with similar 
concert-planning companies. Gabriel 
juggled a rigorous 12-hour event¬ 
planning day job and mom duties, 
all while paving her own path in the 
male-dominated metal industry. 

“I’ve overcome the challenge with 
a lot of bands that don’t want to book 
with me because I’m female,” Gabriel 
says, adding, “This is my personal 
opinion, although nobody would ever 
admit that. 

“Sometimes Jim has to contact cer¬ 
tain bands because he can work with 
them better,” she continues. “Now that 
I’m getting more credibility, I’m not 
having that much trouble anymore and 
getting the respect I want as a person.” 

Metal Invictus books groups in the 
subgenres of thrash, power, black, 
death, power violence, grind, folk metal 
and more to be featured on two stages. 
Although the Los Angeles band Doom- 
sayers had frequent appearances on the 
company’s early events. Metal Invictus 
does not tie in a residency band at any 
of their shows. All bands booked on its 
rosters are new or evenly spread out to 
keep music fresh to attendees and offer 
opportunities to more bands. No mat¬ 
ter the event, a Los Angeles band that is 
within a close radius of the Airliner is 
booked on each bill. 

“I have to have local bands within 
close proximity, so their friends can 
walk to the show,” Gabriel explains. 
“Once they are booked, I can throw in 
an Orange County band or a group from 
Bakersfield because there are going to 
be people there to see them.” 


The Airliner originally told Gabriel 
she could only have 21-and-older 
shows. Not satisfied with that. Metal 
Invictus took its shows elsewhere—to 
the Vex Arts and an art venue called 
Lethal Amounts. “[The Airliner] 
wanted us back after we told them how 
much money we made,” Gabriel says. 
“Eighteen and older allows us to host 
a wider audience that can enjoy our 
metal shows.” 

For the company’s annual Maidens of 
Metal event in May, nine female pow¬ 
erhouses of local and statewide metal, 
including black metal’s Divination of 
the Damned from the Sacramento area, 
dominated the stages and produced the 
largest turnout for Metal Invictus. 

A longtime supporter, fellow musi¬ 
cian and alumnus of Maidens of Metal, 
Necro Nikki will have her own Metal 
Invictus-sponsored show on Sept. 27 to 
promote her X-rated DVD release. The 
mutual support between Metal Invictus 
and Necro Nikki has been firm since 
day one, Gabriel says, and the com¬ 
pany endorses whatever she pursues. 
The colorful and eclectic show will 
feature the infamous punk-rock sleaze 
band the Mentors and other “porno 
grind” bands, a subgenre of grindcore. 
(According to Gabriel, it’s as dirty as 
it sounds, with a lot of noise, growling 
vocals and adult-rated lyrics.) 


Among the advancements Metal 
Invictus has made with its shows is to 
hire sound engineers specific to heavy 
metal’s sound intricacies such as Cesar 
Escobar. Photographer/videographer 
Adrian Mejia was also hired to shoot 
concert photography and produce video, 
with installments fitted for insider drum 
views and guitar fret boards. 

The promotions company continues 
seeking out bigger shows with more 
crowd-gathering potential, as expected. 
With the added support of Poor Kids 
Radio, Skidrow Studios and Arrogant 
Behavior, the continuation of accessible, 
affordable and quality heavy-metal 
shows will uncover advances for under¬ 
dog local bands and nurture a commu¬ 
nity for music lovers. 

“The LA and OC metal scenes aren’t 
just about the glamorized bands on 
the Sunset Strip in the 1980s,” Gabriel 
says. “We are building a culture that is 
unique in itself and should be exposed.”

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Laughing Through 
the Darkness 

Phantogram’s surreal success with shadow sounds 

has thenn all smiles

H H V m try multiple times, 
Mm Mm just the two of us,” 
says Josh Carter, 
one-half of electropop duo Phantogram. 
‘We’d sleep in Wal-Mart parking lots. 
Playing for five people every night was a 
success then. The first time we sold out 
Bowery Ballroom—that was a huge suc¬ 
cess. It’s constantly building, and for that, 
I’m really grateful.” 

Vocalist Sarah Barthel looks back on 
those early days fondly, when she and 
Carter were forced to grind it out. Their 
highest point, she says, was their first tour. 
‘We realized we were going to tour, and 
it was the smallest tour ever,” she says, 
laughing. ‘We went to Connecticut, Mas¬ 
sachusetts and Pittsburgh, and we played 
in front of the other band, but we were so 
pumped—like, it was great, so crazy. We 
had to sleep in our car that night, but it 
was awesome because we were doing it.” 

The musicians spending the night in that 
parking lot could hardly foresee the trajec¬ 
tory Phantogram has taken. In addition to 
signing a deal for the major commercial 
licensing of their work, this year they 
released Voices, the acclaimed follow-up to 
2009’s Eyelid Movies. 

Carter hints at writing new material, 
as well as collaborative efforts between 
the band and the likes of Big Boi, Freddie 
Gibbs and Madlib. That hip-hop admi¬ 
ration, which bleeds through in their 
work, is the foundation for the band, as 
Carter and Barthel became friends while 
exchanging that genre’s records in junior 
high school. 

“It’s so cool to be fi:*iends with bands I’ve 
always admired or looked up to, guys who 


have respect for us or admire us as well,” 
Carter says. “Hanging out with El-P and 
Killer Mike, hanging out with Big Boi and 
Outkast, hanging out with the Flaming 
Lips—just having so much camaraderie. It’s 
a really special thing for me; I just have to 
pinch myself” 

The darkness that exudes from Phanto¬ 
gram’s work is counteracted by Carter and 
Barthel’s friendship. While “[we] laugh and 
joke and act goofy all the time,” Carter says, 
they are at their most creative when they’re 
channeling a shadowy place. “I’m really 
influenced by... this constant existential 
crisis that I’m going through, and unfortu¬ 
nately, that can be kind of dark. 

“I grew up in a Christian household so 
there are some religious themes in our lyr¬ 
ics as well,” he continues, “and this ques¬ 
tioning of what is reality and what happens 
when you die, as well as the dichotomy of 
happiness and sadness. Sometimes, that 
line can be real blurry.” 

The approach is working for the pair. 
With strong visual elements, layered pro¬ 
duction and meaningful lyricism, Barthel 
and Carter operate in their own wheelhouse. 

“We decided from the beginning what 
we wanted to do,” Barthel says. “We 
wanted to create something new and fresh, 
something that hasn’t been done before. 

But at the same time, we wanted people to 
be able to connect. It was important to us— 
setting that mood and connection is a part 
of Phantogram.”

I t's easy to be desensitized to SoCal reggae 
these days. But there's no substitute for 
staying power when you see a local band 
such as the Simpkin Project, whose commit¬ 
ment to the genre is more than a decade long 
and goes much deeper than a love of Sublime 
and Sour Diesel. 

Long before the recent reggae explosion in 
Southern California, Phil Simpkin spent his high 
school days playing in the band Big Cat. At the 
time, Simpkin had been quietly working on his 
own music and shared his experimentations 
with longtime schoolmate, Shawn Taylor. The 
result was the birth of the Simpkin Project in 
2003. The original recordings for what would 
become the band's first album. Walk On Tall, 
were mixed and mastered in Taylor's Hunting- 
ton Beach home studio—with no intention of 
releasing it to the public. 

"It was an experiment, if you will," says 
organist/keyboardist Taylor, "a recording 
experiment burned onto blank CDs and given 
to people in our immediate circles that quickly 
became a cult favorite among friends." 

A year later, Simpkin received a call asking 
if the band were interested in opening for Steel 
Pulse at the Galaxy Concert Theater (now the 
Observatory). Upon accepting the gig, the lead 
vocalist/guitar player assembled a ragtag ros¬ 
ter of musicians to play the tunes recorded for 
Walk On Tall. "We were in no way an official 
band, but one might argue that that was our 
first show," Taylor says. 

Simpkin and Taylor are the only members 
remaining from that original gig. The lineup 
currently includes bassist Eric Riegler, whom 
Simpkin played with in Big Cat; drummer Sean 
Kennedy; percussionist Sergio Sandoval; and 
rhythm guitarist Jules Luna. 

In 2007, the Simpkin Project released two 
albums: the official version of Walk On 7a//and 
their second full-length album. In the Wake. 
Their third full-length. Everything You Want, was 
released in 2011 and was followed by a tour of

the southwestern United States with longtime 
friends the Dirty Heads and Rome Ramirez. 

In early 2014, the band joined New York's 
Giant Panda Guerilla Dub Squad and the 
Expanders from Los Angeles on the In Roots 
We Trust Tour for a West Coast run that went 
from San Diego up to Seattle, Washington. 

Soon after, they released Cornerstones, a com¬ 
pilation featuring six of their most popular and 
frequently requested songs. 

The Simpkin Project's sound is a modern 
take on roots/reggae that's infused with clas¬ 
sic reggae elements such as a "one-drop," 
an organ bubble, guitar skank and socially 
conscious lyrics and three-part harmonies. 
Their live performances leave you in a trance, 
as they often take their well-known songs and 
break into off-the-cuff jams. 

For each performance, Taylor's vintage 1949 
Hammond B3 and Leslie speaker are on the 
stage. "It's a gem," he says. "We bring it with 
us everywhere we go and can't live without it. 
To our knowledge, we are one of a few reggae 
bands in California that actually cart around a 
real organ. We get lots of compliments on it." 

Also helping them stand out from the pack 
is the band members' diversity. "Many of our 
members have multiple degrees in subjects 
such as philosophy, mathematics and linguis¬ 
tics, while other members own and operate 
their own businesses," says Taylor. Simpkin is 
currently serving as a part-time philosophy pro¬ 
fessor at Orange Coast College in Costa Mesa. 

In 2015, the band members will be dedicat¬ 
ing themselves to the Simpkin Project full-time. 
With plans to release their fourth studio album. 
Beam of Light, embarking on an extensive 
nationwide tour; and sealing a multi-album 
record deal, the Simpkin Project have a fire 
they hope will burn long and satisfyingly in the 
years ahead.
